06 Bn./ BSF was deployed in Kukarnag of Anantang 
district (J&K) in counter-insurgency operations. On the 2nd 
Feb./ 98 specific information about presence of some 
insurgents in village Poru was received. A special operation 
was launched by a coy of 06 Bn. The coy cordoned the village. 
Shri Gyan Singh/ Constable was holding the LMG and was 
positioned near the house of one Mohd. Akram Lone where 
militants were reported to be hiding. Just as the cordon was 
being completed, insurgents who were hiding in the house 
started firing with Ak Rifles. With heavy volume of firing 
from the insurgents, the position of Shri Gyan Singh was 
vulnerable and when he was in the process of finding a 
suitable cover to position himself with his LMG, a grenade 
landed just in front of him. Other members of the cordon party 
were to his right and left. Shri Gyan Singh stood up and 
picked up the grenade and threw it back towards the house from 
where the insurgents were firing. Though he was now a clear 
target, the insurgents fire luckily did not hit him. The 
grenade thrown by Shri Gyan Singh exploded as soon as it 
landed back near the house. By this time, Shri Gyan Singh had 
taken lying position and the splinters from the grenade did 
not injure him. By his split second reaction, he saved his 
life and the lives qf his colleagues who were to his right and 
left side. By now he was able to move to a secure place and 
taking position, he fired from the LMG through the window of 
the house from where the firing was coming. The cordon had by 
now closed and by effective firing from his LMG, Shri Gyan 
Singh was able to kill one militant who w^s later on 
identified as a dreaded hard core militant of Hizbul 
Mujahideen. 
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The recoveries made included 1 AK 56 Rifle with grenade 
launcher/ 4 AK 56 Magazines, 90 Rounds AK Amn, 10 Catridge AK 
EFC. 1 Transreceiver Set, 1 Radio and Indian Currency with

48 Bn. BSF was deployed in the Sakidafal-Shoura axis of 
Srinagar City. Task was to prevent infiltration of militants 
coming in from Anchar lake and also to dominate the Sakidafal- 
Shoura axis and prevent shelter to militants in the villages 
on this axis. On 18.8.1997 information was received in the Coy 
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HQrs that a group of Pak militants had taken shelter in Theeru 
village. The operaion was planned and Shri Vikram Kanwar, AC 
proceeded to Theeru village and started laying a cordon around 
the village. Movement of troops was, however, spotted and 
heavy firing came upon the troops. Shri Ved Prakash Constable, 
got a bullet injury below the left ribs. The cordon party 
returned fire coming from two militants taking shelter in 
houses to prevent the cordon from advancing and tightening the 
gap. Shri P.S. Chahal, Comdt and Shri B.N. Kabu, DIG along 
with Comdt. 94 Bn. BSF, Shri Vimal Mohan and one Coy reached 
the place of occurrence. It was confirmed after sometime that 
insurgents hod taken shelter in a cowhed. This cowshed had 
concrete walls having smalj windows on the North and West and 
a door on the Eastern side. Shri Kabu and Shri Chahal, after 
studying the ground situation brought an armoured vehicle to 
cover the front door thus effectively sealing the chances of 
the insurgents escaping through the front. Positioning LMG's 
around the building taking cover of wooden logs that had been 
stacked on two sides, Shri Chahal was able to fire grenades 
through the windows of house using his rifle. One insurgents 
who was in the cowshed managed to come out by crawling behind 
a log stack and was about to slip the cordon, was spotted by 
Shri Chahal, Shri vimal Mohan, Comdt and CT Bharat Bhushan, 
fired simultaneously and killed the insurgents. Firing 
continued to come from inside the cowshed and it was finally 
decided to storm the building.,Shri Vimal Mohan positioned two 
GF rifles beside an armoured vehicle was guarding the front 
door of the cow shed. He ordered to fire two grenades after 
ensuring that all cordon personnel were safe. Two grenades 
directly fired on the door which was blown inside . Promptly 
four mope grenades were lobbed into the cowshed. By this time, 
night had descended and though no firing was coming from the 
cowshked, it was decided not to storm it. Next morning an 
assault party entered the cowshed and found no-one inside. 
They found that trenches had been dug in which militants had 
been hiding which probably saved them from the effect of the 
grenades. The militants had managed to gr-awl out under the 
darkness and slipped into the paddy fields. While the party 
was combing the paddy fields, a militant managed to lob a 
grenade and fired on the troops, a volley of firing killed 
this militant ah<3 the operation came to an end. The recoveries 
made two AK-47, 7 Mag of AK-47, 119 Amn of AK series, 
2"pand Grenade, 1 Bayonet with scabbard, 1 Cleaning Kit, 1 Oil

52 Bn. BSF was deployed in Ganderbal area. On 3rd Jan, 
1993 information was received about presence of militants in a 
small cave near village Baba S.aleih Rishi towards the west of 
Ganderbal leading towards Bandipur. A patrol of 1 SO and 15 
Qrs was detailed in the area to search for this cave which had 
not been located by the unit during earlier recess. A segond 
party consisting of 1 SO and 7 Ors were sent in a different 
direction to approach the same area from the North. Not 
knowing the location of the cave, the party tactically moved 
by taking cover of trees. In the second party HC Sonaullah 
Ganai was acting as a scout followed by Surjeet Singh. The 
terrain was hilly with trees and undergrowth. Turning round a 
corner, Shri Sonaullah Ganai was confronted by a burst of 
fire. One of the bullets hit on Sonaullah Ganai before he 
could take over. Though he was seriously injured, he cautioned 
the patrol an cl a Sited them to take cover. Despite injury, Shri 
Sonaulf^ was able to move 15 mtrs taking cover from trees and 
noticed a f>teak in the hillside which was probably a cave in 
tyft|ch f[je militants were hiding. Hearing the suspected 
movement, the insurgents opened fire in his direction 
revealing their presence. Shri Sonaullah promptly fired back 
and shot one militant but he was hit by 2 more.bullets. Seeing 
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Shri Sonaullah Ganai grievously injured, Shri Surjeet Singh 
rushed to him exposing himself and tried to drag his body 
behind cover. While doing so he was also hit by a burst of 
fire from insurgents, fell down and succumbed to his injuries. 
Meanwhile the second party reached the area and HC Gugan Ram 
moved forward and covered the cave from a different direction. 
Not knowing that this party had come up, (ru--itc.ts tried to 
come and slip out. Shri Gugan Ram, HC seeing insurgents 
moving, opened fire and killed both of ti.~'n. Shf ?, Bhupinder 
Singh, Ct. who was firing alongwith him wa n hit in the 
process. By now the cave had been covered from two sides and 
there was heavy exchange of firing between the two parties. In 
the process two more insurgents were killed. When the firing 
died down, the party entered the cave and found two more dead 
bodies and recovered 1 AK-47, 1 AK-56, 1 Grenade, 3 Rifle 
Grenades and a large quantity of ammunition. 

In this encounter S/Shri Sonaullah Ganai, HC, Surjeet 
Singh Const and Gugan Ram, HC displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 19.12.1997 at about 1110 hrs., Shri Rishipal Singh, 
SI learnt that a group of 5 insurgents was seen moving in 
Village Banna. Shri Singh with a party of 14 others 
immediately went towards the village. Meanwhile his Commandant 
who had been informed, dispatched three other parties to lay 
stops around village Bhanna. In the village, Shri Singh's 
party saw movement of insurgents who took position behind the 
rocks and opened fire on the Police Party. Meanwhile Shri 
Singh took position. Shri Rakesh Kutnar saw the movement of one 
militant behind the rocks and fired on him killing him then 
and there. However, Shri Kumar while advancing was hit and 
grievously injured. Shri Singh despite firing by the militants 
managed to reach near Shri Kumar and dragged him. While doing 
so he was hit by a bullet in his stomach. He however, managed 
to fire back and killed one more militant. Exchange of fire 
continued till militants retreated taking cover of the 
hillside. Shri Rishipal Singh succumbed to his injuries before 
evacuation. 

During search of the area dead bodies of 2 insurgents, 
2 AK-47 Rifles with magazines, one Chinese pistol with 
Magazines and two Russian hand grenades were recovered along 
with one binocular. 
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In this encounter late Shri Rishipal Singh/ SI and 
Rakesh Kumar/ L/Naik displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

CRPF under command of Shri 
Shreepal, Head Constable was detailed on 1.12.1997 for 
operation on the requisition of OC Bongaigoan (Assam) Police 
Station. The Platoon was deployed to carry out the search and 
screening under the supervision of Shri Saikia of Police 
Station Bongaigaon in the outer area of Rongaigaon town. While 
carrying out the search in the above area/ at about 1330 hours 
one armed person was seen moving stealthily/ and on being 
challenged by the search party/ he opened fire while trying to 
escape. Shri Selva Raj who was a member of search party/ 
chased the militant without caring for his personal safety 
despite firing by the militant. In the process of chase/ he 
fired with his AK-47 Rifle which killed the militant. The 
killed militant was later identified as Kanak Kishore Rai of 
ULFA armed cadre. One Chinese M-20 pistol with 3 rds. of live 
12 ammn, one AK-56 Rifle with 3 Magazine and 67 rds of live 
ammn and one.32 Belgium pistol with two live rounds were 
recovered from the killed militant.

On receipt of information abmout the hide out of the 
militants at about 0430 hrs on the 4th July, 1997, one platoon 
under the command of Shri Ram Singh, Sub Inspector along with 
J&K Police rushed towards it. On reaching there, the Police 
Party learnt that the militant, Gulzar Khan alias Sameer Khan 
was hiding in a house in Village "Wooder". After cordoning the 
area, the militant was asked to surrender by the Police Party 
but in return the militant fired on the Police Party. The 
militant lobbed hand grenades towards the troops. This was 
retaliated by the Police Party and the exchange of fire 
continued for about an hour. Thereafter, the militant with an 
intention to break cordon and run away, jumped out from the 
house and hid himself behind a tree. S/Shri A. Chaudhary and 
J.R. Laskar, Lance Naiks moved towards the hide out of the 
militant under the cover of fire on the platoon. S/Shri 
Chaudhary and Laskar fired at the militant and managd to shoot 
at the militant in his leg. The militant tried to move to other 
advantageous position while continuing firing on the Police 
Party. S/Shri Chaudhary and Laskar by their firing made the run 
of the militant ineffective thereupon, the militant started 
lobbing grenades. The firing by Shri Chaudhary resulted in the 
Killing of the militant on the spot. The Militant was later 
identified as the Chief Commander of Hizbul Muzahiddin, top 
militant outfit and was responsibmle for many killings/crimes. 
The recoveries made including one AK-56 Rifle with grenade 
launcher, four AK-56 Magazine, Fifteen AK-56 rounds, one 
Grenade, four Improvised explosive devices and one Binocular. 
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In this encounter S/Shri J.R. Laskar, Lance Naik, and A. 
Chaudhary, Lance Naik/ displayed conspicuous gallantry/ courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

On receipt of a specific information on 21.10.1997 
regarding presence of some hard core militants in village-- 
Chakyangoora Shri Anand Singh, A.C, rushed to the village with 
two platoons and 3 J&K STF personnel. The party reached the 
village and cordoned the area. The hiding miltants were 
challenged by Shri Singh to surrender but they did not heed to 
it and suddenly opened fire upon the cordon party. As the 
militants were hiding themselves in the Mosque, the troops 

could not open fire on them. From the fire of the militants and 
on further inguiriy from the villagers it was revealed that 
there was only one militant present in the mosque. Shri Singh 
prepared a plan to force the militant to come out of mosque 
building. Shri Singh moved from his covered position through a 
nearby shallow nallah to the gate of the mosque. He also 

ordered his two escort personnel to give him covering fire fw 

confuse the militant and save the mosque building from any 

damage. Thereafter Shri Singh fired two tear smokes shells i n 

the hamam and fell down quickly i in the palish. The hiding 

militant opened fire upon Shri Singh when he fired the second 
tear smokes shell. But he was saved because he fell down 
qulcklyi in the nallah. 

Due to tear smoke, the militant could not stay in the 

mosque and came out of it firing from his AK riflea at random 

on the cordon party. The cordon was laid ink such a way that 
all- the force personnel took propel? pover. The militant tried 
to run away in fields but when Shri Singh again challenged him 
to stop, the militant did not listen to it and fired upon Shri 
Singh. Shri Singh also quickly fired some rounds with his AK 
riTie aiming at the militant injuring him with the bullets. 
Despite the injuicy, the hard core militant still tried to 
cause damage to the force personnel and took shelter in a 
nearby ditch and started .tiring upon the force personnel. 
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Meanwhile Shri Singh and Party retaliated the fire and engaged 
the militant to remain in the ditch. Analysing the prevailing 
situation, Shri Singh ordered to fire one rifle grenade aiming 
the militant in the ditch. After the blast of grenade, the 
Force personnel noticed that there was no movement from the 
militants side. Shri Singh then moved towards the ditch where 
militant was hiding and saw that the militant was dead. Later 
on the killed militant was identified as Farooq Ahmed Wani @ 
Farooq Maj,or @ Fighter of banned out fit Hazib-ul-Muzahidiri. 
One AK Rifle, two AK Magazine and 17 Rds. of AK 47 were 
recovered from the spot. 

In this encounter Shri Anand Singh, A.C. displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

On 2.6.1998, two platoons of CRPF were deputed with 
civil police party for conducting an operation against the 
extremists in Jahanabad. These Platoons under the command of 
Shri R.S. Rai reached the village and cordoned the area.. The 
extremists were hiding in a house. However, before taking cover 
of the area, the extremists started firing from the house where 
they were hiding and as well as from the top of the house. In 
retaliation police personnel, advanced towards the house and 
captured it. Thereafter the extremists stopped firing. S/Shri 
Rai and -Singh moved towards hideout of extremists and threw 
grenade on the extremists. Thereafter, the police cordon party 
opened the house and killed 9 extremists on the spot.

19th Bn. ITBP. deployed in Distt. Anantnag in the Pir Panjal Ranges (J&K), 
on 3.8.98 on receipt of intelligence about the presence of militants in Cheerwar, 
Magrah Bahik and Garol areas, organised an operation code named " Jagrata" to 
neutralise their hideouts. Troops deployed for the operation were divided into three 
groups; one commanded by Dy. Comdt. S.K.Sharma. second headed by Asst. Comdt. 
Nirbhai Singh and the third, which was to function as reinforcement, was commanded 
by Comdt. Kabul Singh himself. The Farties under the command of Shri S.K. Sharma 
and Shri Nirbhai Singh were assigned the task to com/search the area, and converge in 
area Heara A hi an. When the above parties were combing/searching Cheerwar. Carol, 
Magray Baihk, Y ichhu. Buna Ahlan area, a group of militants, who were hiding in the 
area, moved ahead in a bid to escape to Kapran Valley. 24th Bn., ITBP was also 
deployed in the area of Gamdurdund to trap the militants in case they crossed over 
from Kapran Valley to Aldan Nar along with 'Stop' party of 23rd Bn., ITBP under the 
command of Shri Bhagwan Singh, AC. When the group of militants was on the move 
to cross over to Kapran in a bid to escape the dragnet, Manzoor Ahmad Malik, leader 
of the militant group contacted his counter parts in Kapran Valley on wireless set and 
directed his group to move back so that he was trapped. When the militants were 
moving back, they came into contact with the stop party' of B Coy of 23rd Bn. At 
about 1115 hrs followed an exchange of fire. In the meantime, parties under the 
command of Shri S.K. Sharma, DC, and Shri Nirbhai Singh, AC, reached the 
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encounter site. Shii Nirbhai Singh's party laid a close cordon and returned the fire. 
Comdt. 19th Bn sent Shri S.K. Sharma, DC, with 1 SO and 8 Ors to neutralise the 
militants from the right flank from where indiscriminate and heavy firing was coming. 
In the meantime, Shri Jai Kishan, Constable, taking great personal risk moved to the 
militants' position and fired on them which resulted in the killing of one dreaded 
militant leader of H.M outfit later identified as Gulam Hassan Quasim Hai, R O 
Shahbad Naugam, Distt. Anantnag. As the militant group was moving back to cross 
over to Pshbagh area, it was surrounded by the 'B' Coy of 23rd Bn. Party deployed as 
a stop at spot height-2621. Shri Parminder Singh, Constable, 23rd Bn., moved 
towards the militants and gunned down one militant namely Gulam Nabi Bhatt, alias 
Janbaj of the Doom, Distt. Anantnag. TIte Commandant also directed AC Nirbhai 
Singh and his party to move tactically from right central approach to nuetralise the 
position of other militants from where indiscriminate heavy fire was coming. Shri 
Ajit Singh. Constable, moved towards the hideout of militants' and hurled grenades on 
them. As a result one militant namely Saved Gulzar .Ahmed alias Muntzir of The 
Doom. Distt. .Anantnag was killed, and one injured militant namely Manzoor .Ahmad 
Malik surrendered. Recoveries made during action included 1 AK-47 Rifle, 2 AK-56 
Rifles, 75 Rds. .AK-56 Amn., 6 Magazines, 1. 7.5" Daggerknife and 1 Wireless set in 
damaged condition.

A specific information was received by Shri Kabul Sangh, 
Commandant about the presence of some hard core foreign 
militants in village Chirwar. Accordingly a combing operation 
was planned. On November 2, 1998, while the troops were 
closing/ suspicuous movement was observed in a house by Shri 
rana who was leading his Coy in this operation. Shri Rana, 
immediately conveyed the message on wireless to his Comdt. and 
on his instructions/ Shri Rana called out the men and women of 
the house for a search of the house. This call was not 
responded, therefore Kabul Singh himself entered the house and 
was met by a volley of bullets from sophisticated weapons fired 
at both Shri Rana and his Coy and an encounter ensued. Shri 
Rana saw a movement of militants and immediately returned the 
fire killing two dreaded militants. While aiming at another 
advancing militant, the weapon of Shri Rana developed a 
malfunction and he in turn received a bullet injury in his 
neck. Shri Kabul Singh who was nearby ordered a close in to 
prevent the militants from leaving the area to a safer place. 
Shri Kabul Singh while advancing towards Shri Rana, was noticed 
by the militants who fired at the two ITBP officers. Shri Rana 
immediately launched a counter attack but unfortunately the 
weapon of Shri Rana again misfired. In this delay the militants 
opened a volley of fire on Shri Rana who died instantly on the 
spot. Shri Kabul Singh, Commandant immediately moved to isolate 
the villagers from cross firing. Shri Kabul Singh then moved 
near to the militants hide out and fired at a militant 
identified later as Abu Vikas, an IED expeert, and Commander of 
Lasker-e-Toiba. In this operation, three hard core militants of 
Lasker-e-Toiba were killed and a large quantity of arms & 
ammunition including ,5 AK rifles,, wireless sets, training 
precis and other intelligence valued material were recovered.

Op receipt of information on the 20th December, 1997 
about the presence of an Action Group of ULFA in Chalchali 
Pathakar Chuk, a joint operation of the Assam Police, CRPF and 
Army was planned. Four police parties were formed - the first 
party was headed by Shri Harmeet Singh, S.P. along with Shri 
R.S. Mehra Second-In-Command CRPF; the second party headed by 
Shri Sudhakar Singh, Dy. S.P.; the third party was Jed by Shri 
B.M. Rajkhowa, Asst. Comdt., Assam Police and the Fourth party 
led by Shri D. Upadhyai of Assam Police apd Shri Achuitanand, 
Asstt. Comdt., CRPF. 

while the firg£ party led by Shri Harmeet Singh tried to 
enter the village from the east at about 15,13 hrs., they 
ambushed by the Ultras and were heavily fired withk 
sophisticated weapons. This fire was retaliated by the Police 
Party making the Ultras tp flee. The group of Ultras running 
towards southern side cam© face to face with the party led by 
Shri Sudhakar Singh leading to heavy exchange of fire injuring 
two police Constables. The fire by the police party including 
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Ghr i Sudhakar Singh/ Shri Guman Singh and Suleman Khan/ L/Naiks 
of CRPF resulted in the killing one Ultra. In the mean time 
Shri Harmeet Singh contacted all the parties and closed the 
chase on the northern side led by Shri Rajkhowa. They rushed to 
reinforce the party by Shri Sudhakar Singh chasing the Ultras 
just as the reinforcement closed on the Ultras/ the militant 
firing Rocket Launcher was shot dead. Thereafter the other 
fleeing Ultras were chased by the party of Shri Rajkhowa. One 
of the Ultras emptied the entire Magazine of Universal Machine 
Gun on the party chasing him but party led by Shri Rajkhowa 
showing high degree of courage shot him dead. Shri Harmeet 
Singh after taking stock of the position deputed Shri Sudhakar 
Singh to evacuate the injured Constable to hospital and also 
summoned additional reinforcement. Meanwhile/ realignment of 
the fouorth party was done at 1630 hrs and this party! started 
combing operation in the area. During search two dead bodies of 
the villagers killed by the firing of Ultras were found and two 
of the associates of Ultras were apprehended. The other 
militants numbering about 10 to 12 managed to escape taking 
advantage of the darkness hills and the dense vegetation 
thereof. 

In the above encounter/ three hardcore ULFA Militants 
were killed/ two of their associates apprehended and one Rocket 
Launcher, one Live RockOt, two Explosive Charges, three 
Primers, one Rocket Launcher Bag, one UMG (with drum magazine), 
one HE-36 Grenade and one AK-47 Magazine were recovered. 

In this encounter S/Shri R.S. Mehra, 2 I/C, Suleman 
Khan, Guman Singh, Lance Naiks, Harmeet Singh, S.P., Sudhakar 
Singh, Dy. S.P. and B.M. Rajkhowa, Asstt. Comdt. displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

Statement of services for which t h e decoration has been 
awarded;- 

On receipt of information regarding presence of 

insurgents in village Wansapara, a special operation was 

conducted on 27.2.1997. The village was cordoned at 0300 hrs on 

27.2.1997 and search conducted at first light. During the 
search, the BSF party observed 4 armed extremists running on 
the cordon area where Shri Biprendra Singh, Constable was on 
duty. He observed the fleeing armed extremists and challenged 
them to stop. On being challenged, one of the extremists fired 
a shot from his muzzle loading gun towards Shri Singh. Shri 
Singh ducked behind cover to avert injury and retaliated. He 
fired 12 rounds from his Carbine Machine to engage the 

extremists to precent their escape. The encounter continued 
from about 15 minutes between the extremists and Shri Singh 
onlyi and the extremists tried their best to silence the gun of 
Shri Singh but no avail, the extremists were ultimately trapped 
and finally their guns weere silenced. Soon after the 
encounter, the area was searched where two dead bodies of 
unidentified extremists wearing OG coloured uniform duly 
embossed All Tripura Tiger Force insignia and title shoulders 
were found. One more extremist was also caught in critically 
injured state who gave a dying statement about their 
involvement in the insurgent activities with ATTF. On search of

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded:- 


On 29.7.1997 when a convoy of 77 Bn./ consisting of 3 
vehicles was on its return journey from Distt. Imphal to 
Tamanglong, a group of about 15-16 armed extremists suddenly 
opened fire by using automatic weapons near village Moltem. 
Shri P.C. Kutty was driving the front jeep which came under 
heavy fire. The wind screen of the vehicle was shattered due to 
which pieces of the glass fell ink his eiye and the rear left 
tiyre of the jeep was damaged. Yet he continued to drive under 
heavy rain of bullets and finally managed to cross the killing 
range of the ambuish layout/ Shri Radhakrishnan, Lance Naik was 
in the front jeep which came under heavy fire and received 
splinter injiuries on his left hand. He got down from the 
vehicle with LMG and ammunition, climbed and started firing 
towards the ambush party. He fired 102 rounds of 7.72 
ammunition with the LMG and pinned down the extremists and 
forced them to flee. Shri Jeena, was in the third vehicle which 
also came under heavy shower of bullets due to which wind 
screen of the vehicle was shattered. He got down from the 
vehicle and took position and fired 11 H.E. bombs of 2" Morter 
in the direction of ambuish party and broke down the formation 
and made the extremists to run away. Shri Jasveer Singh, 
Constable was in the 2nd vehicle which came under heavy direct 
fire of the extremists. He received a splinter injuiry on his 
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left side head above the ear. Yet he helped the injured 
personnel to get down the vehicle and took position and fired 
28 rounds of 7.62 mm bullets from his SLR. After a fierce 
encounter which lasted for about 20 minutes/ they succeeded in 
breaking the ambush. 

In this encounter S/Shri L.D. Jeena/ Naik/ Radha 
Krishnan/ Lance Naik/ Jasveer Singh/ Constable and P.C.K. 
Kutty, constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.
